It is not known whether the strikers 


The 
offer was analyzed when it • was first 
made, and it WIH very unsatisfactory, the 
men figuring it out that the increase with 
the powder clause would amount to but 
very little. 


Another prominent coal man who at- 


tended the conference, but w ho does not 
want to be ijuoted, WUK sJj^vu a dispatch 
from Scrnntou in which Resident Xich- 
tols of this district'of the United Mine 
Workers was quoted as gayiux that the 
Scranton convention demand'-d a stiaight 
10 per cent increase and that another 
convention will be uecessary before the 
strike can be declared off, even though 
the ollieers of the United Mine Workers 
were disposed to accept the condition 
that powder should figure in tljj; present 
negotiation*. After reading over the dis- 
patch carefully the coal man said: 


"The men can have no objection to our 


offer. The powder question has been ter- 
ribly mixed. The companies have no de- 
sire to take ad\antuKc ol thu men in the 
matter. The first offer was made in good 
faith, and yesterday at Seranton we re- 
newed that offer, u;th another condition, 
that it should bold good until Apiil 1. 
Notices in conijiliance with Ihih resolu- 
tion a.s adopted by the meeting will be 
posted lit the collieries toddy. The offer 
ni'-ans a straight 11) per cent inciease in 
the wages of the men. It is true the juice 
of powder will be computed as part of the 
increa-ie (o contract miners. 
Kill that 


does not make any diffcience on the 
whole. Kvery man who works will earn 
10 per'cent more in wages than he did 
under the old system. That certainly 
ought to be plain enough, if the nun 
weie to be paid 10 per cent increase iu 
wages and then ghen a reduction on the 
pi ice of powder besides, that would prac- 
tically mi an a liO per cent increase and as 
!nr as I can learn the men have not ask- 
eil for MH h a raise."

Weight is an indicator of tho 
working of the organism, aud if inhabit- 
ants of cities made a judicious use of tho 
scales in middle ago they might avoid 
stoutness and its successor,^obesity, and 
all the disastrous consequences to heart, 
InngS, liver and other organs which como 
with it. Tbo weighing machine furnishes 
an invaluable means' of diagnosis. Ordi- 
narily, however, precautions against tbo 
fattening tendency are taken too late. 
* But density is quite as instructive as 
weight. It sometimes happens that a 
man grows thin in appearance, but that 
tbo scales show an increase of weight. On 
tho other hand, it may happen that ho 
looks fatter and yet loses in weight. This 
shows that 4rtio volume of tho body does 
not always hear the same proportion to its 
weight. One may have rausclo nnd weigh 
much or bo fat and weigh loss. A really 
healthy jnan is well muscled. Ho is dense 
and well proportioned. Tho sick or un- 
healthy man has soft tissues and a dilated 
and protruding stomach. 
Ho has •volume 


without weight. 


From the hyglonlo point of vlow it is 


then ncccssnry to ascertain tho relation of 
tho weight to tho volume of the body— 
that is, tho density. Tho greater tho dens- 
ity the stronger aro tho reasons for assum- 
ing a good state of health.

to ascertain tho volume Of a patient. Let 
him enter with care into a specially con- 
structed bath tub, so that tbo water ho 
displaces shall run off into a graduated re- 
cipient.

Indeed, It was necessary to guard1 


tho forage wagon und thoiuiter holos to 
picvcnt men stealing moro than their nl-j 
lownnce for their horses. Even now, H 
you watch some old gray halved follows nt 
the "stables" of n cavalry troop, you will 
see they have not forgotten to bo greedy 
on behalf of tholr mounts. 


A recruit borso is like a recruit fioldior, 


opt to be clumsy, unevenly gnited, suuoy 
nnd conooitecl. The old horses in thestttblo 
ynrd,t}-oat him, uxuctly as old soldiers treat 
u recruit. They attempt to frighten him 
by biting at him, kicking him, cbaslup 
him from ono corner of the yard to un- 
otbor, pulling his miuio and eurs—in fact, 
they try to inako his life miserable Iii 
every way. This lasts for a few dtij'H only; 
thon the n'dw liorso gets a chum, and they 
make an agreement to stand by each other. 
This offensive and defensive alliance pre- 
vents the rost of the herd from talcing any 
more liberties with tho recruit. 


Tire "chum business" is ono of the most 


roiimrkablo features of horsu 11 fu la the 
»rmy. Tho "chums" lire iusepnrable. As 
soon'ftg tlio hord is turnud out into the 
yard tlio ah urns souk out each other, as If 
for u moining "confab," i.nd remain to- 
gether all d«y- 
Tjooklng into tho yard ut 


nny tlln<v, ono cnn sco them rubbing noses, 
blinking wt ono anothi*r ov following oach 
otbpr around the yiird. Take a now horsu 
nw»y fro'm his chum and ho will givatly 
rosenfc ifc. ' Tie him near tho sttiblosni:il ho 
will wJiljmjr ijlalntlvolj to his uhiiiu, who 
will answer from tho corral. 


All horses in our service are taught to 


lie down. A new horse, whon flrsti thrown 
In tho riding hall, with straps tho uno of 
which ho little suspects, la greatly mir- 
prlscd. This painless throwing of horses 
Is very offoctivo in disciplining morally, for 
tliu horse soon rcallzus that ho is complete- 
ly mastered, and after ho has boon thrown 
n number of times a markud change takes 
pinco in his tumporaiucnt. 


Soldiers who ubuso their horses In any 


way ore severely punished. 
There is, in- 


deed, no Right more obnoxious to a good 
cavalryman than to soo a horsu abused. 


Tho old cavalry horso seems to have ti 


groat disdain for a nuw soldier. 
Whon 


ridden by a recruit, he appears as if n lit- 
tle insulted, nnd I am sure that sonio of 
thcso old horses can toll a recruit from a 
veteran as quickly us can tho adjutant at 
"gnurd mounting." 


It is customary to turn nil tho horses 


out to graze—or "to herd," us IL is culled— 
under a guard whenever tho prass is good 
and tho weather pleasant. Tho lianas re- 
gard "hord tlrno" as a proper occasion for 
fun und frolic. 
They onjoy tho hord as 


much as n lot of schoolboys do tholr rcccfis. 


In every troop arc some old horses that 


«re full of mischief on hord and uro liuct- 
crato stumpcdors., If thoy oiin only pot the 
jest of tho hord to follow them nnd run 
nhond of tho herders, thoy iiru dolightrd. 
Tho hord guards hate to watch them) old 
rogues vigilantly, for onco thoy obtain a 
start, a stampede ia sure to follow. Thon, 
If no obstacle prevents, tho hord will run 
for hoars—hards have bom known to run 
40 miles before they could bo stopped. Mor>t 
bold nnd daring riding on the part of tbo 
herd guards is required to hoad off a cav- 
alry stampede and turn tho loaders. 


Horses soon loam all the trumpet calls. 


"Stable call" in tho afternoon la tho favor- 
ite one, I imagine, as It means dinner. 


A trumpeter's horso inn curtain troop at 


a western pdst was condemned for disabil- 
ity and sold to a milkman. Ono day, when 
the milkman wns driving near the drill 
ground where tho troop wns drilling, hi? 
borso at the sounding of the "charge" by 
the trnmpoi bolted for tho troop. Of course 
tho funny sight of u milk cart charging 
with u troop of cavalry caused groat merri- 
ment to till except the milkman. 


Dnjing the Oeronimo campaign aomo 


years ago in Arizopa,' a roni.-irkablo illus- 
tration of how great on affection con exist 
between w, /soldier and his horso occurred 
1» ni-troo'p'ln'wilch I was serving. An old 
Irish sergeant had a splendid brown horso 
called Bandy, to which ho wns so singular- 
ly ajjtacb,ed, ^hat the euro and caresses he 
best<?wett"t5ilTii would havo satisfied tho 
most exacting swoethenrfi. 
The beautiful 


fend intelligent animal seemed to bo al- 
most human, so much did he appreciate 
the' affection of his master. 


Nowv'1t-<Jfi»pfrened that during n long 


march"tho sergeant became very tipsy by 
drinking some flcry Mexican mescal. 
Reeling in thfrisaddle to nnd fro ho jerked 
the horse's sensitive month with tho cruel 
curb tin it bled profusely, and every little 
while hjs sharp spurs would tear Dandy's 
flanks." Suffering all this pain, the horso 
calmly walked In ranks without showing 
any resentment and apparently knowing 
that his master was out of his senses. 


Shortly after this happened we were 


fired upon from nn ambush. Tho porgeant, 
who was In tho lead, was shot dead In tho 
saddle while riding along tho brink of one 
of those steep canyons which abound in 
that part of Arizona. So ho pitched head 
foremost out of his saddle down hundreds 
of foot into the canyon bed. 


During.tho next few days Dandy a to al- 


rn^nothlng and appeared dull and llst- 
lesrf. All the men bolng mounted, he was 
led and a pack eaddlo put on him.

a week later, us wo wero riding along tho 
brink of another canyon, very similar to 
that in which Dandy's master hnd found 
a grave, the command wns halted for a 
rest, and tbe men, dismounting, let their 
horses graze on tbe few bunches of dry 
grass in tbo vicinity.

Tho adoption of 


hygienic habits W, us the nervous system 
an f norinousnraoiiiitof frletion and waste. 
It preserves vitality. Regularity ocono- 
mi7.es not only physical btamina, but timo 
as well. Tho man who knows no system 
in tho details of his life, who exhaust:-! na- 
ture nt tho instance of a passing whim, 
who drinks and smokes to excess", who 
wastes the talents bestowed upon him, is 
tho ono who must sooner or later fall a vic- 
tim to disease. ^Regularity and modera- 
tion in all things should bo tho motto of 
life, nnd it should be romoiubered that 
regularity does not necessarily preclude tho 
enjoyment of variety. 
A certain nmoirnt 


of variety prevents man from becoming H 
moro machine, but variety should not tu- 
tor f cro with thoso regular habits of life 
which are necessary to the maintenance of 
health.—New York Ledger.

The San Francisco Argonaut tails nn 


amusing story about Alphonso Daudet. 
When ho bronghtout"S<»ppho," on Amer- 
ican publishing houso that issues religions 
books, not knowing its character, offered 
M. Daudet a largo sum for advance sheets 
of tho work. 
Ho accepted tho offer, arid 


the advance sheets were sent. 
When the 


publishers received them, they decided that 
thoy could not issue tbo book, and they 
cabled to tbo author, " 'Sappho' will not 
do.' This dispatch puzzled Daudet. He 
consulted with numbers of friends, nnd 
this w.ttB tho conclusion nt wlilch thoy 
eventually arrived: "Sappho" In French 
Is 'spelled with 'one "p"—-"Sapho," 'after 
thtf'Groek fashion.

Tho Reverend Father Eugene M 


O'Callaghan was born in 
Kantuck, 


county Cork, Irelaud, Sept. 2t», 
1845 


[Q the schools of his native land ho pur- 
sued his classical aud philosophical 
studies aud on the completion thereof, 
jume to Amarica and entered St. Jo- 
seph's seminary at Troy, N. Y., wheri 
from 38G5 to 1809 be gave close atten- 
tion to theological studies, 


On tho 22oil of May of the latter yea> 


be was ordained to tbe priesthood foi 
the diocese of Portland, which ar, that 
tune embraced Maino and New Hamp- 
shire. 
He wa\immediately assigned as- 


assistant to St. Dominie's church in 
Portland. The following September hi 
was transferred to the Cathedral iu that 
city land had, charge thereof during 
Bishop Bacon's absence at the notable 
Vatican council of 1869-1870. 
The 


bishop appointed him 1869 chancellor 
of the diocese and this office he held 
until the death of the bishop in Novem- 
ber, 1874. 


From January 1871 to June of the 


same year he laboied in Baagor and 
then returned to St. Dominie's, where he 
remained until May, 1874, when ho was 
selected as pastor for Augusta, Hallow 
«ll, Gardiner and Togue, succeeding tbe 
Very Rev. M. C. O'Brien, who was 
chosen vicar general and administrator 
of the diocese of Portland. 


In October, 1875, Father O'Callagban 


was selected by th* bishop as the suc- 
cessor to the Bev. Thomas Canon Walsh, 
as pastor of tbe church in Portnmouth 
and his pastorate * began on the twen- 
tieth of that month, just a quarter of a 
century ago. 
The Reverend Father found conditions 
hero that required the able and careful 
ministrations that he has performed. 
When he cime ho found a debt of $26,- 
000 resting on the church property with 
an annual interest of 82,000 to ba met. 
In October 1885, the tenth anniversary 
of his pastorate here, thanks to the 
hearty co operation of his people, the 
announcement was made that every dol- 
lar had been paid and not a cent from 
pew rents had been usel in wiping out 
tbe debt. 


Aside from the above remarkable 


work 
Father O'Callaghan 
expended 


the sum of about $10,000 in completing 
tbe beautiful caurch, while during hi* 
pastorate the adjoining Pickering and 
Kennard estates have been purchased 
and a most attractive and commodious 
parochial school builSing of brick has 
been erected and enlarged in 1894 at s 
uost of §12,000 


About 1890 the Marden farm at the 


Portsmouth plains was purchased for a 
new cemetery at a coat of $2,300, 
and 


aid out and dedicated as "Calvary 
cemetery." 


The present church property is val- 


led at not far from $100,000 and the 
number of worshiper* is not far from 
2800. 


It is recalled that on May 22. 1894, 


ho twenty-fifth anniversary of his or 
lination to tbe priesthood was cele- 
brated in the local church with bignifi- 
ant ceremonies, and on this occasion 
ia was presented with a check for 81500

It is noted in looking over the history 


of Catholicism in this city that the first 
Catholic services in this city were held 
iu the year 1833 in a building situated 
tt the curner of Congress und High 
stieets, whero the present Fay building 
is located. The old building was built 
in 17G7, it is written, and at the time 
services were held, was occupied by 
Dominick Pednzzi. an Italian, 
Then, 


is now, it was a confectionary establish- 
ment on the first floor. 


At the early date of 1833 there were 


few Cathohra iu Portsmouth, but true 
10 their religious Convictions, these few 
begun to taks steps to grow ia spiritual 
thmgH. The home of Pednzzi, abovp 
bis store was frequently visited by the 
missionary priests aud the hospitality 
of the home was extended to visiting 
Catholics. 
Here a devout few received 


spiritual advice and comfort. 


After a while and as the Catholics in- 


creased in numbers, the visits of the 
priests became mote regular and 'the 
neetinga were made permanent. More 
rind more space in the humble home 
eras devoted to the sacred uses which 
were begun there, until after a time the 
lieadquarters of the visiting priests wa& 
eransfctrei' to what was known as the 
Underwood house at the corner of At- 
kinson and Court streets, the building 
being much larger than the building 
situated there at the present time. 


In 1812 the house was refitted by Ed- 


ward P. Sise, who purchased it from 8 
Mr. Weldon, who was also a devout 
Catholic and through whose efforts the 
transfer of headquarters was made, and 
the building was leased to a Mr. Morri- 
son for religious purpoees. 


The remarkable growth of our city 


from 1842 until the outbreak of the pivil 
war found a largely increased number 
of Catholics among us, so that shortly 
afterward larger quarters were necessa 
ry and the court house on Court street 
was secured where services were held 
until the first church was erected on 
the site of piesent magnificent structure 
on Summer street. 


The first church was burned on the 


nighsof November 27, 1871, involving a 
loss of about $18,000. 
The resident 


priest then was the Kev. Father Walsh, 
and was succeeded by Father O'Oal- 
laghan. Father Walsh at once took 
•>teps toward the 
rebuilding of the 


church, with the result that two years 
later the present church was well under 
process of construction at a cost of over 
840,000.
